Families wha enjoy private pipes are not fufficient~ 
ly attentive to the wants of their fellow citizens.— 
There is much walte by allowing water to run into 
the gutrers, befides ufing foft water in articles where 
hard water would aniwer. As far as poflible to pre~ 
vent walte in the prcfent diltreffing fcareity, Bp 
inereafe the number of public wells, po raife the 
annual price of private pipes, in view of leflening 
their numbers. Particular care fhould likewife be tax 
ken, that the owners of private pipes get: only a jult 
roportion of water, and confequently chat their dai« 
y allowance of water be limited, A reduétion of the 
number of private pipes would not injure the Town’s 
revenue; becaufe the increafe of impoft upon beer 
and ale would be much greater than the fall upon the 
water-pipe duty. If public wells were the general 
means of fupply, a tamily that daily buys water 
by meafure will be ceconomical of it; confequently, 
bakers and brewers may obtain water to provide 
bread and ale for the licges. A hogthead of {oft wa- 
ter a-day will fupply the kitchen and table of a large 
family. During a fcarcity, a brewer ought to be 
ferred before the lawndry or ftables of a private fami- 
ly, There are furely great quantities of hard and 
oft water near Edinburgh. Hard water might be 
had from the Cowgate, &c. at an eafy rate. The 
foft water on the low ground of the K.ng’s Park is 
eae ancedis vary copious. Let enquiry be made, if, 
with permiflion of the noble proprietar, it could be 
beows t, by means of a tteam-engine, into Edin, 
burgh. The fountain of Crawley itfelf, though des 
lightfully copious and pure, could not fepply the 
‘wafte of private pipes, anlefs there exilted a tron 
power of controul. It is the undoubted dury of mast 
iltracy to do juitice to all. And, furely, it is more 
or the Intereft of fociety, and of the T'own’s revee 
nue, to grant foft water to brewers, than taallow it 
to be waited upon many purpofes that could as wel} 
be performed with hard water,
